mediately preceding the election ; 
and each voter shall vote only in 
the township in which he resides, 
or if in a town or city then in the 
election district therein in which 
he 
resides; 
provided, 
however, 
that no officer, soldier or marine in 
the regular army or navy of the 
United States shall be entitled to 
vote at any election in this state; 
and further, provided, that no per­ 
son while kept at any poor house 
or asylum at public expense, ex­ 
cept 
the 
soldiers’ 
home 
at 
St. 
James and the confederate home at 
Higginsville, 
nor while confined 
in 
any 
public 
prison 
shall 
be 
entitled 
to 
vote 
at 
any 
election under 
the 
laws of this 
state; nor shall any person con­ 
victed of any felony or other in­ 
famous crime or of a misdemeanor 
connected with the exercise of the 
right of suffrage, be permitted to 
vote at any election unless he shall 
have been granted a full pardon ; 
and after a second conviction of 
felony or other infamous crime or 
of a misdemeanor connected with 
the exercise of the right of suffrage, 
he shall be forever excluded from 
voting.” 
This section is likely to be mis­ 
leading. as it omits one other dis­ 
qualification. 
Section 1991 
pro­ 
vides that any one 
convicted of 
“ larceny in any degree” shall be 
disqualified 
from voting 
at any 
election unless pardoned 
by the 
governor, provided that at the time 
of the commission of the offense he 
was over 20 years of age.

Brown replied, in substance, that 
he was in favor of such legislation, 
and his reply is also published. 
In regard to this matter, I wish 
to state as follows : No such ques­ 
tion has been propounded to me, 
orally or by letter, and no such 
communication has been sent to me 
at any time by any one. 
O f this, 
I have no right to complain, un­ 
less it was intended to represent to 
the railway boys that such commu­ 
nication had been sent to me and 
that I had remained contemptuously 
silent. 
I very much fear that this 
is precisely what was intended and 
that it was proposed to go among 
you and'insist that I had a chance 
to speak and would not. 
I want to tell you, one and ail, 
that I am as heartily opposed as 
anyone can be to every scheme and 
device whereby the opportunity to 
engage 
in 
honorable 
labor 
is 
lessened, or whereby the now too 
great danger to life and limb in 
railroading is increased by a hair’s 
breadth. 
I pledge myself, if elected, that 
I will aid such legislation as will 
prevent double- heading trains, and 
that I will aid in placing upon our 
statute books every other reasonable 
law wliich the intelligent and prac­ 
tical railway employes deem ad­ 
vantageous to their, and the pub­ 
lic’s, welfare. 
My only regret in this matter is 
that tlicse who asked Dr. Brown 
the question and gave him the o p ­ 
portunity to speak out were not 
fair enough men to ask me the same 
question and treat us both exactly 
alike, and I publisii this to fore­ 
stall the attempt which I believe 
will 
be made on election day to 
misconstrue my silence into oppo­ 
sition.

A fter weeks of secret investiga­ 
tion the board of prison control at 
Phoenix, Arizona.is about to make 
a report cn one of the most irter- 
esting cases in the criminal annals 
of that territory. 
Some time this 
week it will recommend to Gov. 
Murphy 
that 
he 
pardon 
John 
Echol, who is serving a term in the 
penitentiary 
at 
Vum a, 
charged 
with one of the most daring stage 
robberies 
that 
has 
ever 
been 


known. 
In 
October, 
1S9S, 
the 
stage 
which operates between Prescott 
and the Crowned K in g mine was 
held up by a lone robber, who,at the 
points of a pair of pistols, relieved 
a half dozen passengers of about 
$2,500 
in cash and jewelry and 
rifled the Wells-Fargo company’s 
money bag and the mail pouch of 
an amount which is inestimable, 
but which doubtless approximated 
several thousand dollars 
A short 
time after the robbery officers were 
on the trail and followed it to a 
cabin, where John Echols made his 
home. 
En route they found a 
calico 
mask which had been discarded by 
the robber, and at the cabin was 
found the cloth from which the 
mask had been cut, and a pair of 
iiobnailed shoes which the robber 
had worn and the peculiar marks 
of which had enabled the officers 
to follow the trail. 
Echols was arrested the follow­ 
ing 
day 
and acknowledged 
the 
ownership of the shoes, but vehe­ 
mently denied all 
knowledge of 
the robbery. 
He could not prove 
an alibi and was convicted to ten 
years at Yum a. 
A few days after the arrest of 
Echcls, K in g Ussery, one of the 
most noted and clever crooks that 
have operated 
in 
Arizona, 
was 
captured and jailed on a warrant 
charging him with the larceny of 
a lot of valuable ore from a mine 
in Yavapai county. 
He was tried at the same term of 
court with Echols and accjuilted 
through lack of evidence. 
He dis- 
played 
great 
interest 
in 
young 
Echols, and after his own acquit­ 
tal engaged his attorney, Thomas 
Fianegan, now district attorney, 
to defend Echols. 
A hard fight 
was made for the latter, but the 
effort was futile, as the fact that 
the defendant h .d previously killed 
a man in Colorado being a strong 
argument against him. 
A year later Ussery was arrested 
in Gila county and sentenced to a 
long term for stealing a lot of fine 
horses from tha ranch of his uncie, 
near Globe. "V arious other charges

steamship St. Paul, of the Am eri­ 
can line, Capt. Roberts in com­ 
mand, arrived in port yesterday, 
twenty-four hours late, with her 
starboard propeller gone and her 
engineroom badly damaged. State­ 
ments of different officials vary as 
to tlie cause of the accident, but 
the damage sustained by the steam­ 
ship wdll probably amount to sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 
The St. Paul left Southampton 
and Cherbourg on October 27 with 
a full cargo, 316 cabin passengers 
and 245 in the steerage. 
About 8 o’clock last Wednesday 
evening, while some of the saloon 
passengers were still at dinner and 
other passengers promenading, a 
sudden shock was felt all over the 
ship, although it was not sufficient­ 
ly severe to cause a panic. 
" The eng nes were stopped in a 
few seconds after^the shock, but it 
is said tliat during that brief time 
the whirling machinery, 
free of 
the weight of the propeller,wrougbt 
havoc HI the engine room. 
The 
officers of the steamship refused to 
allow anyone to enter the engine 
room. 
Samuel Bettle, the acting mana­ 
ger of the American 
line, saici, 


after consultation with Chief E ngi­ 
neer Hunter : 
“ A t six minutes past 8 o’clock on 
Wednesday, while the ship was 
running at full speed under the 
most favorable conditions, although 
she was pitching and rolling a good 
deal, the St. Paul’s propeller prob­ 
ably struck a derelict. 
The tail 
shaft broke just inside the ship and 
the extreme end of the propeller 
dropped into the sea, and serious 
damage was done 
the starboard 
engine, which was stopped within 
ten seconds. 
“ None of the crew was injurtd 
and there w^as no excitement among 
the passengers, many of wHoin re­ 
mained undisturbed at dinner, un­ 
aware that an 
accident had oc­ 
curred. 
The sliip had a succession 
of head winds and seas throughout, 
but it was not through driving her 
that she lost her 
tail-end^ shaft, 
propeller and stern tubing 
One of the engineers of the St. 
Paul made 
the 
following 
state­ 
ment : 
“ It will take five months to re­ 
pair the damage, which is to the 
extent of from $250,000 to $300,- 
000. 
The starboard engine is 
a 
wreck. 
The ship did not strike a 
derelict, but an unusually big sea 
struck her, throwing the stern out 
of the water, and the propellers, 
having no re.sistance, made fright­ 
fully 
rapid 
revolutions, 
which 
caused 
the 
starboard 
engine 
to 
race, and the starboard tail shaft 
broke in two and, with the wheel, 
fell into the water. 
1 h 3 amount of 
damage 
done 
is 
not 
surprising 
when you take into consideration 
the 
sudden 
liberation 
of 10,000 
horse-power. 
“ Four of the six cylinders are 
completely wrecked, 
two piston- 
rods are bent, one connecting-rod 
is bent and the starboard engine 
shaft is sprung 6 inches. 
The star­ 
board engine 
is wrecked beyond 
repair.”
